HILE the Legiflature is greatly

‘powerful, the People, as Vafluls and Dependents, 
wil fupport the Interefts of their Lords ; but where 
thePeople are free, they will defend and maintain 
teir own Intereft only, which, in that cafe, is the 
ammon Intereft of the Country.

miter their own Defence again Charles, they 
Bag ¢y “NUSH. accomplithed it. But the fame 
leit wp which in all Probability would have 
ay d the King himfelf been viGtorious ; for 
» Who was'at that time the Hero of the 
a ee { 
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Commons, by being trufted too far, and permitted 
to model and martial the Forces to his own Purpofe, 
created and maintained, for the firft Time, a Stand- 
ing Army in Britain. But this Method of holding 
Arms, being as unnatural as it was new, was op- 
pofed by the natural Situation of the People, and in 
the Event overthrown: For, however eafily that 
Army might have changed the Situation of Property, 
and modify’d it at Pleafure either to an arbitrary or 
a free Government; yet as they did not do this, but 
only held the Government in contradiction to its 
Biafs, they funk in courfe of Time before its In- 
fluence. Afterwards, the Royal Brothers, Charles 
and ‘Fames, however much they hated Cromwell, 
evidenced fucceffively, in both their Reigns, the 
higheft Regard for his Method of Government ; 
and wanted alfo to be fupported in their Throne by 
the Help of a Standing Army. But —— by 
pufhing this too far, gave Spirit to Refiftance, and 
was unkinged: For the Revolution and the Settle- 
ment were conducted and introduced upon the Prin- 
ciples of Liberty and Refiftance, and by thefe Prin- 
ciples only can with Honor and Dignity be defended 
or fupported. But neither Liberty nor Refiftance 
can be fecured to a People, who are overawed and 
bound down by a military Force ; a Military whofe 
Honour and Advancement depends upon the Prince. 
The Caufe of the Banifhment of the Stuart Family 
never can, agrecably to common Senfe or common 
Liberty, be approved or juftified in any Prince what- 
ever, but efpecially in fuch whofe Claim to reign is 
derived and founded upon the People’s Right to 
Freedom, to Arms, and, the proper Ufe of them, 
Defence and Refiftance. Wherefore, as the Situa- 
tion and Circumftances require, that the Arms of 
the Nation be not in a hired, mercenary Standing 
Army, but in the People; let the following Order 
take Place : 


«© That the National Militia be compofed of fuch as 
are Freeholders in the Country, of whom every 
Perfon worth 1co/, 2 Year, and upwards, 
fhall be ranked in the Cavalry ; and every Per- 
fon having under 100 /. a Year, fhall be ranked 
in the Foot. Thefe, in every Parifh, fhal! be 
duly muftered and exercifed once every Month. 
That the Horfe by themfelves, and the Foot by 
themfelves, meet in their refpective Parithes, 
each of them once a Year, and eleét by Ballot 
their feveral Officers for the Year enfuing ; and 
when the Officers are thus elected, then fhall 


of every County, aflemble, upon a certain Day 
thereafter, at the moft centrical Place in the 
faid County, and pafs in general Review before 
the Lord Lieutenant of the County, or fuch 
Perfon, refiding within the County, as his 
Majefty fhall appoint to command them in 
Chief. And, for the better Security of the 
Nation from Invafion and Rebellion, Light- 
houfes fhall be erected at proper Diftances to 

wards London, which thall be fired at the Ap- 
proach of the Enemy, or at the Rifing of a 
Rebellion ; beginning at that Lighthoufe which 
fhall firft difcover the Enemy, and proceeding 
onwards in the neareft Dire€tion to Longon. 
Upon firing of thefe Lighthoufes the feveral 
Parifh Bells fhall be rung, (after a particular 
Manner, agreed on beforehand, to prevent 
Miftake) ’till the Militia of the Parifh aflemble. 
Being affembled, they fhall march to the gene- 
ral Rendezvous of the County Militia, where 
they muft obey the Commands of their General 
in chief, And, for the better Regulation of 
the national Forces in cafe of War, be it ea- 
aéted, that when the Parliament fhall determine 
the Levies to be proportionably raifed out of 
every County, the fame fhall be made by muf- 
tering the Youth of the National Militia, that 


all the Horfe and Foot, in the feveral Parifhes ’ 





is, fuch as are from 18 Years of Age to 20, at 
the general Rendezvous of the County ; where 
they fhall draw Lots for the Number to be fent 
abroad, as for one 4th, one sth of the whole, 
or whatever the parliamentary Proportion may 
be ; and thofe, upon whom the Lots full, fhall 
chufe for themfelves by Ballot their ownOfficers, 
excepting the General Officers, whom the 
King fhall nominate at Pleafure: And fuch 
Army, fo to be muftered, having ferved one 
Year (or longer, if found more convenient) in 
the War, fhall return home, and be relieved 
by fuch a new Levy as the Parliament fhall 
think proper, raifed after the fame Manner the 
former was. 


The Arguments againft difciplining the Militia 
may be reduced to two forts; one refpecting the 
King, the other the People. 

Concerning the firft, it may and often has been 
alleged, that to give Arms to the People, is to put it 
in the Power of thofe who are d:faffeéted to his Ma- 
jefty to rife in Rebellion. Now, allowing this Ob- 
jection to be true, but allowing it merely for the 
fake of Argument, let us alfo at the fame time con- 
fider what the Dangers are, the natural and confe- 
quent Dangers, arifing from a Standing Army, toa 
free but a defencelels and unarmed People? \What 
may not an ill-difpofed Prince do, if ever fuch fall 
be upon the Throne, with fuch an Army over fuch 
a People ? Or what Security, in that ca‘e, hall the 
People have for their Liberties? If no Tyranny was 
ever erected, or being erected, was ever maintained 
and fupported but by an Army ; and if no Nation 
ever had a Standing Army long, which was not at 
fome time or other fubdued and enflaved by it, what 
may not fuch a People as we are apprehend and fear 
from fuch an Army as we have, under fuch a Prince ? 
Now, fuppofing the Danger and Hazard to his Ma- 
jefty as high as ’tis poffible to be, from difmiffing his 
Ariny, it never can bear the fmalleft degree of Com- 
parifon to the great and important Hazard of the 
People from the Want of a difciplined Militia ?— 
No Man, reverencing Liberty, can aflert it: No 
Prince, having the Soul of a Hero, can think it. 
But, to anfwer the Objection more dire€tly. The 
King runs by no Comparifon fuch Hazard of Re- 
bellion from his Militia, as he does by keeping on 
foot a Standing Army ; for, by trufting to the latter, 
he may venture to injure and opprefs: Injury natu- 
rally begets Diflike, and Diflike in a People howe it~ 
felf, fooner or later, in Difobedience and Rebellion : 
But, by confiding in the National Militia, he muft 
remain without Temptation toinjure ; and of courfe 
the People continue without Inclination to revolt: 
For no People were ever known to rebel, who had 
not firft laboured under Grievances, and been in- 
jured. But to fuppofe a Rebellion in a National 
Miltia, compofed of the Landlords of the Country, 
we muft fuppofe it to be either general or of a part; 
if general, then the Nation muft be diffatisfied ard 
injured. They muft wantecither to redrefs fome 
iniquitous Adminiftration, ar, finally exafperated, 
to effect another Exclufion. Such a Rebellion would 
be laudable and worthy: It would be eftcemed and 
honoured by every one who really and unaffeedly 
adhered to the relifting Principles and the Revolu- 
tion. This part of the Objection to the Militia 
therefore cannot help thofe who would avail them- 
felves of it; nor can they, with the leaft Shew of 
common Senfe,-call it an Obje&tion. If the Rebel- 
lion fhould be of a Part, if it fhould proceed from 
the mifled or faétious Attachments of a few in favor 
of the Relicts of outed Royalty ; then the National 
Militia would ftand by the Throne, and not only 
infallibly, but fuddenly, quench the Rebellion : For 
no military Soldiers of Fortune can be put in Com- 
petition with a National Militia, either as to Force, 
for they are incoimparably more numerous ; oF as 
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Courage and Fidelity, for they have Country, Pro- 
perty, public Fecling, and Family Affection, in 
fhort, every national and private Confideration that 
cingexeite or impel Men, animate and inflame a 
human Heart, to extreme Refolution and Bravery. 
The Second Objection to a National Militia 1s 
faid to arife fiom the Pe iple themielves 5 for, ‘tis 
pretended, the People would not fubmit to the Fa- 
tigues of Difcipline, would not fubmit to bear 
Arms , but would, as they do now, hire Subftitutes.” 


~ For want of Room, we cannot at full Length 
infert the Arguments which refute this abfurd Ob- 
jection. But the Author very judicioufly obferves, 
if it was true the People were fo enervated by Sloth 
and Luxury as not to bear perfonal Difcipline, that 
this would be the moft urgent Reafun imaginable for 
the railing a Viditia, in order they might be reco- 
vered in time from the Shame and Danger of fo un- 
thanly a Degencracy. However, as he very juftly 
may, he denies the Generality of this Debility, and 
difplays himfelf the Advocate of Britis Strength, 
Honor and Courege. He might have added an Ob- 
fervation on the Alacrity to Arms, fhewn by all 
Ranks, in fuppore of the prefent Eftablifhment, no 
longer fince than the lait Rebellion: This would 
have equally overthrown both Objections, the firft 
which fears Dif.ffection to his Majeity, and the other 
which fcandalizes the People. 

After feverely and properly cenfuring the Court- 
Ridicule and Court-Management of the prefent def- 
picable Militia, and the Countenance the Mercenary 
Army receives from the fame Quarter, he concludes: 
——* One Thing more we fhall fay in favour of a 
National Militia, that it not only has been the 
conftant and perpetual Support of this Kingdom, 
"tll Ujurpatisn and Tyranny introduced mercenary 
Bands ; but in all Ages, wherever it- was ufed in 
free States, never was conquered, never equalled by 
the mighticlt Armies of Slaves and Mercenaries, 
while itfelf hath had the Glory and Renown of 
of overcoming and trampling down the moft nume- 
rous and moft powerful Armies of Hirelings the 
World ever faw !
